Here then we have the founder of the Presby- 
terian Church, in most decided and unequivocal

and thatthis was the practice of the primitive 


Church. 

To the samo effect also is the testimony of Wes- 
ley, the founder of the Methodist Church, and 
the old Liturgy of the Episcopal Church still re- 
quires immersion except in the case of clinics. 


Baplizo, amongst our Pedo- Baptist friends might 
be extended almost ad infinitum. But it is deem- 
ed unnecessary to multiply such testimony fur- 
ther for the present. We will, therefore, simply 
add here, that the Greeks themselves, in all ages 
of the Christian Charch, have used the word in 
this sense; and from the first of their embracing 
‘Christianity to the present time, they have prac- 
‘iced immersion.

L. has distributed many temperance 
tracts, and his accuser and judge, the chief mag- 
istrate, has lately established a distillery, self-in- 
terest, I fear, is the main cause why our br. isex- 
pelied. But in what a state of heathen ignorance 
the country must be sunk, appears from the sim. 
fact, that a peaceable individual is ordered to 
eave the country mercly for distributing tracts. 

4. Two of our dear brethren left us to-day on 
an itinerating tour into Prussia, Saxony, Hessia, 
Hanover, &c. They are both excellent young 
men, warmly attached to their Saviour and his 
cause. The church commended them in prayer 
to the grace of God, and we cherish the hope that 
their testimony of Christ will be biessed to many 
perishing sinners. 

The mother of one of the brethren just alluded 
to, called on me this forenoon, and gave a most 
interest statement of tho change that had passed 
on her views and feelings, since she had been indu- 
céd by her son to attend my preaching. She had 
at first been much opposed to the uncommon seri- 
ousness of her son, and had often spoken against 
it, but having obtained mercy, she saw that we 
could not be too serious and devoted as Christians. 
My soul was filled with holy joy and gratitude to 
the Lord, for this new triumph of grace. As this 
dear sister is from Jever, to which place she will 
soon return, I trust she will strengthen and en- 
courage the little band of believers there, by uni- 
ting with them. 

7. Lord’s-day. Enjoyed a blessed day in the 
service in which I wasengaged. We had a nu. 
merous attendance ; many strangers were present. 
The evening service was crowded. Had much 
assistance from above—my whole soul was enga- 
ged in dispensing the word of life. 

Two applicants fur church membership were 
examined, a young woman from the city of Han- 
over, and a young Dane from near Copenhagen. 
Both gave such an account of their faith and ex- 
perience, as made our hearts leap for joy, and 
ascribe honor and praise to the great Author of 
such works of wonder and of grace. Oh, what 


towards us? Whilst the ungodly are reviling, 
and the civil powers are threatning us with im- 
prisonment as seducers of others, and as acting 
contrary to their law, the King of kings is smiling 
upon us, is blessing our word and work, and bids 
us goon and fear not. Oh! how richly does the 
Lord reward the imperfect services of his ser- 
vants ! 

I closed the instruction this evening with the 
catechumens, who have attended regularly du- 
ring the last ten weeks, on Lord’s-day evening, 
at my house. May the spiritof God water the 
seed which has thus been sown, and grant me the 
desire of my heart, in their saving conversion to 
Christ and their union with our flock. 

Our brethren were zealously engaged in sup- 
plyiag the numberless Sabbath breakers, who 
saunter on the public walks, with religious tracts. 

Baptisms —Imprisonment of tract distributers. 

9. Two young women were baptized on the 
Hanoverian side of the Elbe. We met with no 
interruption and found that all Zion’s ways are 
ways of pleasantncss, and all her paths, paths of 
peace. 

13. Br. Lange returned to-day from Vierla- 
den, whence he has been expelled, by the civil 
authorities, for distributing tracts and speaking to 
the people about Jesus Chirist. ‘ 

Three new applicants for baptism were this 
day examined before the church and unanimously 
received. Eternal blessings to the triune Jeho. 
vah fer all his mighty acts of grace. The servi- 
ces were well attended, and contrary to all expec. 
tation, wo met with no molestation. 

21. Recciveda letter from br. M—, a school. 
master in , whom | have employed as colpor- 
teur during the summer months whea no school is 
held. He writes that he left home on the 8th of 
April, and that up to the 29th of June he had 
scattered the good seed far and wide without meet- 
ing with any opposition, but that on that day he 
had been arrested, and put in prison, and kept 
there for three weeks, wif@n he was set at liber. 
ty ; all his books consisting of 200 tracts, 20 bi- 
bles, and 25 new testaments, were taken from him, 
besides which they made him pay a_ fine of five 
Prussian dollars :—a specimen of religious and 
civil liberty in Germany, and a stronger proof, 
still, that no progress in science and literature will 
ever root out or modify the hatred which every 
natural man has in his heart against the gospel of 
Christ. 

23. Brother M—, one of our members, Icft us 
this day on an itinerating tour for Mecklenburg. 
He took with him 5000 tracts, and between 40 
and 50 copies of the holy scriptures. Br. M— 
has the cenfidence of the church, having been a 
consistent member ever since he joined us, and 
our prayers and best wishes accompany him. 
May the precious gospel he is bringing to the be- 
nighted villagers of Mecklenburg, be abundantly 
blessed by the Spirit of the Lord, in the ingath. 
ering of his elect. - 

29. I have just received the intelligence that 
one of our brethren, employed as a silversmith 
at Dobeln in Prussia, has been imprisoned for dis. 
tributing tracts. ‘When brought before the au- 
thorities he was requested to signa declaration 
that he would distribute no more. On refusing to 
‘@o 80, he was put into prison, and expects now 
every day to be sent to another part of the coun- 
try. 

August 6. Mysclf, several of our members and 
five acw converts, crossed the Elbe, at an early 
hour this morning, emour way to a small island 
five or six miles from this, where the converts 
were baptized in the name of the Father, the Son, 
and the Holy Ghost. ‘Thou zh a number of Han- 
wet Saban saw Loy 80 one molested us.

September 5. Ina letter from br. L. he in- 
forms us, that br. Lucken had been imprisoned at 
Belitz, a place between Potsdam and Halle. He 
had distributed latge number of tracts and con. 
versed very freely with the inhabitants of B—, at 
which his landlord was so much entaged, that he 
sent for the gens d’ arms, who arrested him and 
took him to the Burgermeister. ‘This gentleman 
was no friend of the mystics, and sent him there- 
fore immediately to a wet, cold dungeon. He 
had to lie here for twenty hours, without any 
nourishment; the consequence was, that he 
caught a fever. The jailor then had compassion 
on him, and one of the inhabitants’ hearts was al- 
so moved for our brother ; he came and supplied 
him with suitable refreshment. When br. L. re- 
ceived these accounts, he set off immediotely for 
Potsdam, and soon obtained our brother’s release. 
All his tracts, books, letters, &c. were taken from 
him. 

15. Had interesting news from our two col- 
porteurs, brethren K. and Lucken, now at Leip- 
sic. 

Br. K. had met with much encouragement, and 
on his way to L. had distributed upwards of 1200 
tracts, and conversed with many individuals on 
the one thing needful, who had listened with at- 
tention, 

At Leipsic the brethren had also distributed a 
considerable number of tracts. This had attract- 
ed the notice of the police, who were now making 
diligent search forthem. A full description of 
br. L.’s person, and the contents of the tracts dis. 
tributed by him, was given in a newspaper, in a 
spirit which only tends to show the necessity of 
such efforts, as those in which our brethren are 
engaged. 

Jan. 18, 1840, The owner of the little vessel, 
who on various occasions took us kindly down the 
river when the ordinance of baptism was to be 
administered, called this evening and offered him. 
self as a candidate fur the same. Ihave looked 
upon this man as changed in character for a con- 
siderable time, and of the duty of believers’ bap- 
tism he was convinced long ago, but false views 
as to his qualifications have prevented him from 
rendering obedience to Christ’s command sooner. 

27. The attendance was still more numerous; 
many new faces present, among them the husband 
of one of our members, who during the last five 
years has left nothing untried to induce his wife 
togive up her profession. THler great decision 
and faithfulness are already partially rewarded. 
He is already quite friendly to us, and at his _re- 
quest a number of our members, including me, 
were invited to spend an evening at his house, I 
have heard that he was well pleased with our 
company. Five new applicants for admission 
tickets, called to-day. 

Feb. 1. This morning our dear sister Z— 
brought me the joyful news that her husband (al. 
luded to Jan. 27,) was now sucing for mercy at 
the feet of Jesus. We wept together for joy and 
then kneeled down to ascribe glory to flim who 
has in this case, changed a heart of stone into a 
heart of flesh. The enmity manifested by this 
poor sinner during the last five years, can hardly 
be described. Hg has pleaded on his knees with 
his wife to give up her religion—he has stood over 
her with a knife, to stab her if she would not 
comply,—but all in vain ;— our beloved sister re. 
mained asfirmasa rock. ‘The Spirit of the Lord 
strengthened her to endure all with meekness and 
to dread nothing. J shall never forget the af- 
fecting scene at her baptism. It was on a cold 
day in April. When she had come up out of the 
water she prostrated herself before the Almighty, 
and with uplifted hands implored him to make her 
faithful even unto death. The Lord has heard 
and answered, Her husband was induced by her 
entreaties to attend at our place of worship for 
the first time Jan. 27th, when I preached from 
John iii. 3. The discourse, as he states, made 
little impression on him. On the Wednesday fol- 
lowing he attended again, after much entreaty of 
his wife ; the sermon had no effect on his mind. 
We had on that evening a church meeting pre- 
paratory tothe Lord’s supper. As the Lord 
would have it, I gave that evening a very solemn 
exhortation to the church, on sclf-examination. 
To all this Z. was listening outside without our 
knowledge, and this was the appointed means to 
strike conviction to his heart- He waited till the 
meeting closed, when he asked one of our breth- 
ren to accompany him home, and when he had 
reached his dwelling, he said : “Now K—, it is 
all over with me.” Br. K. remained with him 
till midnight, pointing out to him the way of sal- 
vation. If the conversion of this sinner proves 
to be genuine, of which I cannot doubt, it will be 
another striking comment on the words of Paul 
in Rom. ix: “So it is not of him that willeth or 
runneth, but of God whoshoweth mercy.” My 
soul is filled with wonder, love and praise. One 
such display of sovereign grace compensates for 
a thousand revilings from the world.

JEWETT CITY BAPTIST CHURCH. 


The following notice from the Christian Watch- 
man, was in type before we received the official one. 
Ag it is substantially the same, we have thought 
best to omit the communication. 

Mr. Eprrorn,—The writer unexpectedly en- 
joyed the privilege of participating in the exer- 
cises of constituting a Baptist church in Jewett 
City, Ct. on Tuesday, the 15th ult. This is a 
neat, pretty village in the town of Griswold, and 
numbers about one thousand inhabitants. It is on 
the Quinnebaug River, eight miles northeast of 
Norwich, and the Norwich and Worcester rail 
road passes through it. The Rev. B. Cook, Jr. 
has been laboring here a few months with much 
faithfulness and success. Through his instrumen- 
tality a church has been gathered, which at the 
time mentioned was publicly recognized as a Bap. 
tist church. The following was the order of ex. 
ercises: Reading the Scriptures, by Rev.C. 8. 
Weaver, of Voluntown ; Introductory Prayer, by 
Rev. B. Miner, of Dorchester, Mass., Sermon, 
by Rev. N. Wildman, Jr. of Lebanon; Prayer 
of recognition, by Rev. T. Wakefield, of Packers- 
ville; Address to the Church, by Rev. C. Ran.

SKETCH OF THE HISTORY OF THE FIRST BAPTIST 
CHURCH IN SAYBROOK. 


As early as 1729* several persons in the vicinity of 
Saybrook, North Quarter, (now Sayville) embraced 
Baptist sentiments, and were occasionally supplied 
with preaching by Baptist ministers from the eastern 
part of the State, and from Rhode Island.

all have perished, had not some Baptist brethren, 
residing at New London, Great Neck, carried them 
provisions. One of those who were thus imprisoned, 
was an infant, carried in her mother’s arms, which 
infant afterwards became the wife of Mr. Stephen 
Webb, of Chester. Another was an unconverted | 
man by the name of Job Bulkley, at whose house the | 
meeting was held; the patience with which these 
disciples of Christ bore their sufferings, and their. 
fervent prayers to God for him and for their perse- 
cutors (for, like Paul and Silas, they prayed, and 
sang praises to God in the prison,) were blessed to 
his conversion. They Were released in the Spring 
of 1744, and on the 15th of July in the same year, a 
Church} was constituted; consisting of 17 members, 
and the name of Job Bulkley (mentioned above,) was 
placed at the head of the list.|| As the early records

During the whole 
of his ministry, hie health was feeble,—yet he ceased 
not to labor zealously, in the cause of his divine 
Master. He was a man of amiable and pieasing 
manners, but naturally of a very ardent tempera- 
ment. In the cause of religion, his whole soul seem- 
ed engaged. Many of the present members of the 
Church speak of him with affection, and his name 
will not be soon forgotten.* 

In 1807, Rev. Asa Spencer became their pastor, 
and remained with them about two years. No con- 
siderable accessions were made during his ministry. 

In 1810, Rev. William Witter removed here, but 
was not ordained till 1811. He remained with them 
till 1814, when he removed toColchester, and after- 
wards, to the state of New York. 

In 1814, Rev. Samuel West became their pastor, 
and remained with them 8 years. 

Mr. West was born in Hopkinton, R. I., Oct. 6. 
1776. He was the fourth son of Rev. Thomas West, 
who, at that time, was pastor of the Sabbatarian 
church, at Hopkinton. 

He was awakened under the preaching of his fa- 
ther, when little more than eleven years of age. Af- 
ter remaining fur more than 5 months, in a state bor- 
dering on despair, being unwilling to reveal his feel- 
ings to any one, he was at last brought out of dark- 
ness into light, and so sudden and everwhelming was 
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ciples of religious and civil liberty; which have ever 
distinguished our denomination. We, who occupy 
the enlightened and elevated station of the present, 
as we glance behind us, into the dim vista of the 
past, little realize how small a portion of our race 
then understood, and fell the value, the force, and the 
sublimity of those great principles upon which our 
Constitution rests. The illustrious founder of Rhode 
Island, and his persecuted followers, however, had 
discovered the corner stone upon which our Inde- 
pendence was reared, and though differing widely 
on other points, the Baptists have all united in pro- 
claiming wherever they went, this great moral axi- 
om, “ None ought to be persecuted on account of their 
religious tenets, but equal freedom of conscience should 
be allowed to all.”” The Baptists in Saybrook were 
imprisoned for acting in accordance with this senti- 
ment ; they were taunted for still clinging to it; and 
long it was regarded as a dark stain upon their char- 
acter. But Time, that great Reformer, has effected 
a change, and these tenets, instead of being consid- 
ered heretical, are recognized as forming the very 
bulwarks of our liberty. 


Female Benificent Society. 


The annual sermon before the Hartford Female 
Benificent Society, was delivered last Sabbath eve- 
ning, at the Centre Church, by the Rev. Mr. An- 
drews of West Hartford. It was well written, appro- 
priate, and delivered in a feeling and animated man- 
ner. It was founded on the words, “who went about 


the transition, that he sunkto the earth. He did 
not unite with the church till the following year, and 
previous to his baptism, was in great darkness of 
mind; but after the ordinance was administered, 
light broké into his soul, and he addressed those who 
had assembled, with much energy and pathos. In 
1782 or °3, his father removed to Vermont, and in 
1785, Mr. West, having married, followed him thith- 
er. He resided in Vermont 9 years, and it was there 
that he first became impressed with the conviction, | 
that it was his duty to preach the Gospel. Desirous 
of divesting himself of these impressions, he removed 
from Vermont, and having left his family in Griswold, 
Conn., proceeded to the Susquehanna country in 
Pennsylvania, (at that time a wilderness,) and pur- 
chased a tract of land there, thinking that in a coun- 


try, so thinly settled, he should find no hearers, and 
consequently, should be exonerated from the duty of 
preaching. Having made the necessary preparations, 
he returned, with the intention of removing his fam- 
ily thither, but the Lordgmet him on the way, for be- 

fore they had proceeded More than ten miles, he was 
attacked with the yellow fever, and compelled to stop. 
In this sickness he was brought very low, and on his 
recovery, resolved no longer to contend with the Al- 

mighty. He accordingly took up his residence in 

the vicinity of Norwich, and was licensed by the 
Norwich Church, (at that time, a branch of the 
church in South Kirigston, R. 1,) in the year 1798. 
He was ordained by the same church in 1799, and 
labored with the little church in Bozrah till 1802, 
when he removed to New London, and became a col- 
league with the venerable Zadoc Darrow, of Water- 
ford, till 1804, when a church having been consitu- 
ted in New London, Mr. West became its pastor 

He remained with them 10 years, and during his resi- 
denee there, several revivals occurred, in one of 
which, nearly one hundred were added to the church, 
In 1814, he removed to Sayville, as stated above, and 
during his labors here, 36 were added to the church. 
He never dissolved his connection with this church, 
but, after removing from this place, preached with 
several churches in the neighborhood, till the time of 
his decease, which occurred at North Madison, Conn., 
in 1837, in the 71st year of his age, and 38th of his 
ministry. Mr. West was a man ofsound judgment, 
ment, and retentive memory. As areasoner, he was 
excelled by few, and it was his delight to bring for- 
ward and defend the great doctrines of Christianity. 
His last end was peace, and it was his dying request 
that no eulogy should be pronounced or, written con- 
cerning him.+ 

In 1825, Rev. Joseph Glazier became their pastor, 
and remained with them about three years. During 
his ministry, many were hopefully converted, and 
several added to the church. 

In 1828, he was succeeded, by Rev. Russell Jen- 
nings, whoremained with them about four years. 
During his ministry, upwards of sixty were added to 
the church. Mr. Jennings is now Pastor of the third 
Baptist church in Saybrook. 

In 1832, Rev. William Denison, a native of the 
place, and grandson of their first Pastor, Rev. E. 
Lester, was ordained, and took the pastoral oversight 
of the church. He remained with them three years. 
During his ministry, sixty-nine members were dis- 
missed to form the fourth church in Saybrook, now | 
known as the Chesterchurch. The church prosper- 
ed under the labors of Mr. Denison, and several were 
added to her aumbers. Mr. D. removed in 1835 to 
Weston, where he still resides. 

In 1835, Rev. Baruch Beckwith became their pas- 
tor. He remained with them but one year. 

In 1836, he was succeeded by Rev. John H. Baker, 
who remained one year. During his stay, fourteen 
were added to the Church. 

In 1837, Mr. Frederic Ketcham preached with them 
for six or eight months, and was ordained by the 
Church. During his stay, twenty-three were added 
to the Church. 

In 1838, Mr. Herman S. Haven came among them, 
and was ordained after residing here a few months. 
He remained with them but one year. 

Ip August, 1839, he was succeed by their present 
pastor, Pierpont Brockett. 

The deacons of this Church have been, Wiliam | 
Wilcox, Amos Potter, Daniel Douglass, Israel Doug- 
lass, Benjamin Carter, William Hill, Peter Spencer, 
Michael Spencer,t Joel Bulkley, Lester E: Denison, 
and Henry Stow. 

The present Church edifice was erected in 1773. 
Its dimensions are, about 32 by 25 feet. It was mo- 
ved and thoroughly repaired in 1831.

Such, is, substantially the history of the First Bap- 
tist Church in Saybrook. Although a feeble band 
in numbers, and wealth, and frequently diminished 
by the formation of new Churches around them, they 
have ever, amid all their trials, stood fast in the doc- 
trines of the Gospel, as well as in those great prin-

ly wholly on verbal narratives, as the documents pre- 
pared by Elder West, relative to his own history, and that 
of the churches, with which he was connected, are all in 
the possession of his son, Mr,S. B. C. West, of Dundaff, 


doing good.”” The design of the speaker was to in- 
fluence his hearers to take the life of Christ as their 
example, a summary of which was presented in the 
text. He illustrated and enforced the exhortatiou by 
establishing the two following propositions. Ist, 
The happiness of such alife. 2nd. The sanctification 
of it. The sermon was well calculated to do good, 
and we can hardly conceive how a person could have 
listened to it without feeling deeply the force of the 
declaration, “it is more blessed to give than to receive.” 
At the close of the discourse, a happy, and we doubt 
not, merited tribute of respect was paid to one of the 


managers of the Society, (the late wife of Judge Wil- | 


liame,) who during the past year has been called 
from her labors of charity and self-denial to enjoy the 
rewards of the faithful above. 

The interest of the services was greatly increas- 
ed by the presence of several little girls, now enjoy- 
ing the patronage of the society, who were seated on 
a platform in front of the desk. At the close of the 
sermon, they sang the orphan’s hymn, commencing 
with the words : 

“Father, mother, we have none.” 


We could not help thinking how painfully true was 
the first line in the hymn, in reference to some of 
these children. ‘Two of them were daughters of the 
ill-fated Burke, who murdered their mother, (his own 
wife,) a few months since, and who during the pres- 
ent week, has been sentenced to receive the punish- 
ment due to his crime, according to the laws of the 
land. No other motive need be presented to the pa- 
trons of this benevolent and humane Institution, than 
the hope that these more than orphan children, un- 
der the judicious treatment they are now receiving 
at the hands of the charitable, will grow up to virtue 
and usefulness. 

If we remember correctly, it was stated that be- 
tween seventy and eighty children have enjoyed the 
patronage of the Society, since its organization. 
Six of them have died, or are in parts unknown. Not 
far from sixty have been placed in situations, where 
they are gaining a livelihood by their own industry. 
Eleven are now connected with the institution. The 
amount requisite for their support is fifty dollars for 
each child. The public will see that funds are ne- 
cessary in order that the managers may carry on 
successfully their work of love. It should be men- 
tioned asan act worthy ofall praise, that the mana- 
gers devote theirtime and labor free of expense to 
the society; and that these are by no means incon- 
siderable, may be inferred from the fact that the In- 
stitution, or family where the children reside, is vis- 
ited by a committee, weekly. 

We trust our citizens will remember the “Hart- 
ford Female Benificent Society” in their prayers and 
contributions, feeling encouraged not only by what 
has hitherto been done for the orphan, but by the 
gracious assurance that “ he that giveth to the poor 
lendeth to the Lord.” 


The house of worship belonging to the Methodist 
Episcopal Church in this city, which has for some 
time past been undergoing repairs, was re-opened on 
Tuesday evening last with appropriate religious ex- 
ercises. A discourse was delivered by Prof. Hold- 
itch of the Wesleyan University, Middletown ; the 
main design of which was to show what God had done 
for the world through the instrumentality of ‘“Meth- 
odism ;”’ the means by which the work had been ac- 
complished ; and the responsibilities devolving upon 
the denomination in view of their past success and 
present condition.

The dis- 
course was lucid, forcible and ingenious, evincing 
much research on the part of the preacher ;—and 
though somewhat sectarian in itsnature, yetbreathing 
a spirit of piety, and christian candour. 

Our Methodist brethren have greatly improved 
their house, not only by internal repairs and altera- 
tions, but by the addition of a commodious vestibule, 
orchestra, and tower, together with a spacious and 
convenient Lecture-room.—They have also placed 
an excellent toned bell in the tower. May they find 
an abundant reward for their enterprize in an in- 
crease of spirituality and of devout worshippers.

Tue Lost Brste Founv.—Most of our readers have seen 
historical notices of the misfortunes of the family of the 
Rev. Mr. Caldwell of New Jersey, in the revolutionary 
war.

His activity against the 
British made him a mark for their vengeance, and in one of 
their frequent incursions into that neighborhood, when he 
was from home, a company of soldiers surroucded his dwel- 
ling, and one of them deliberately levelled his musket at 
Mrs. Caldwell, while on her knees at prayer, and fired, kil- 
ling her instantly. —The party then retreated, carrying off 
several articles of plunder, and among them Mr. Caldwell’s 
family Bible. Not long ago, and more than sixty years af. 
ter the event we have been recording, an old woman living 
on Long Island, called on one of the grandchildren of Mr. 
Caldwell, at Morristown, N. J., and presented this indenti- 
cal Bible, containing the family record as made by Mr. C. 
in his own hand writing—then the record as made by the 
soldier who stole it ; and various memoranda by subsequent 
possessors.

State vs. John Burke —The prisoner in this case was 
indicted by the Grand Jury for the crime of murder, which 
took place in this city on the 27th day of last March, His 
victim was his own wife, who received her death wound by 
his cutting her throat and severing both jugular veins with 
a pocket knife, : 

The trial of this case was commenced to the Petit Jury 
on Wednesday, the 30th of September. On Thursday af.

man, charged the Jury in a very clear and impressive man. 
ner, and then adjourned the Court till 9 o'clock, the next 
morning. At halfpast 9 o'clock, the Jury returned into 
Court with a verdict of Guilty. 

His Honor Judge Waite sat in the trial of this case with 
the presiding Judge. 

Counsel for the State, F. Parsons, and R. G. Drake ; for 
prisoner, Toucey, Chapman and Durand.

Burke was brought into Court, on Monday afternoon, to 
receive his sentence. It was delivered by Judge Sherman, 
in a feeling and impressive manner, as follows :—Courant. 


Jounx Burke:—You have been convicted of the murder 
ot your wife. The high crime was aggravated by the near 
relation which you sustained to the unhappy victim of your 
cruelty. Upon your trial, you did not deny that you perpe- 
trated the horrid deed. The only excuse urged in your be- 
half, by the able counsel assigned you by the Court for 
your defence, was, that she had given you such a sudden 
provocation as ought to mitigate the crime of murder into 
that of manslaughter. Your declarations, however, before 
and after you took her life, as well as the circumstances 
which accompanied the act, were well evincive of a delibe- 
rate pre-determination. It was done openly and consider- 
ately, at mid-day. You were not under the influence of 
intoxicating liquor—an influenee which sometimes soothes 
the conscience, although it aggravates the guilt. With one 
hand, you held her head, and with the other plunged your 
knife into her throat. You drew the deadly weapon delib. 
erately, from side to side, and laid open the great blood-ves- 
sels from her heart. She instantly fell, and in a few mo- 
ments, her spirit fled. While taking her life, you turned 
away your face, unable to look on the appalling spectacle. 
In further execution of the design which you announced 
some day or two before, of taking her life and your own, 
you fled to the river and attempted suicide. When life 
was almost extinct, you were rescued, and with much diffi. 
culty restored tosense and consciousness, Your appear- 
ance at the bar of your final Judge, to whieh you were 
rashiy hastening, was thus delayed. Against your own 
will, opportunity was given you to reflect and seek for- 
giveness. God grant it may not be in vain! 

The scenes through which you have passed in this Court 
are solemn and impressive. Your case has undergone the 
patient and impartial examination ofa Grand and Petit Ju. 
ry. After a full investigation, they have unitedly pronoun. 
ced youguilty. The facts, as disclosed in the testimony, 
could leave no doubt in any impartial mind. You were 
seen to do the act. Yourarm was seized by a temale who 
was present, but by a hand too feeble to avert the fatal 
stroke. Numbers soon saw the awful wound, the flowing 
blood, and the lifeless body. In numerons conversations 
since, you have voluntarily admitted the murder. You 
have never spoken of it with regret or disapprobation, or 
attempted to excuse it as the result of excitement upon sud- 
den provocation. On the contrary, vou have declared that 
under like circumstances, you would do it again. , 

My motive in presenting these circumstances, is not to 
wound your feelings, but that you may feel that a pardon is

4. Again, we think it deserves inquiry, wheth- 
er false tests for judging of the happiness of men 
are not frequently applied, and whether it is not 
owing to this, in part, that Christians are suppos- 
ed to enjoy so little. Howis it that the world 
judges commonly on this subject? Very many, 
nearly all, till religion has corrected their error, 
or age moderated their passions, associate happi- 
ness with great hilarity of spirits, with a fond- 
ness for scenes of merriment and noise, with that 
insensibility or recklessness of mind which flings 
care to the winds, and revels upon the joys of the 
moment. 


“Come, knit hands, and beat the ground 
In a light fantastic round.” 


On the contrary, an aversion to such scenes of 
gaiety and excitement, sedateness of matter, and 
seriousness in speech and aspect, are apt to be re- 
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those times when he seems to be in the deepest 
gloom. Seriousness is not sadness, as such rea- 
soning would imply. The idea is as false in oth- 
er things as it is in religion ; and we may refer, 
in proof of this, to the experience of the more re- 
flecting of the irreligious themselves. They can 
testify, that if they have ever known happy mo- 
ments, it has been when some deep and tranquil 
seriousness has pervaded their bosoms, the cause 
of it being, perhaps, some impressive scene in na- 
ture which they have witnessed,* or something 
which they have read that has affected them deep- 
ly, or reflections of their own adapted to put and 
actually putting them into a thoughtful mood. 
Much more true is it, that impressions of a reli- 
gious nature may consist, not merely with com- 
posure or peace of mind, but with the highest, 
purest joys, of which we are capable. ‘The very 
sadness of devotion, as some would term it,—and 
of its other effects we are not led by our object 
here to speak,—has pleasures connected with it, 
greater than the merry and dissipated have ever 
tasted or conceived. Yes, paradox as it may 
seem to such, Christians know, that if mortals ev- 
er experience unmixed happiness, they themselves 
experience it, as they stand weeping at the foot of 
the cross, and with hearts overflowing with peni- 
tence and grief, lament those sins which nailed 
their Saviour to that cross of agony and shame. 
They covet, as most salutary and desirable, the 
states of mind which others would regard it as 
the severest infliction to suffer; they feel that 
they are most exalted when they are most abas- 
ed; that by every emotion of sorrow which they 
can exercise for sin, they are increasing their ca- 
pacityfor more enlarged and deeper joy. 

Thus the error, into which men have fallen, is, 
that they misinterpret the signs in the two cases; 
that is, they give the worldly credit for all the 
happiness which they seem to possess, and impute 
to Christians all the unhappiness which they seem 
to suffer. And thus misled by deceptive appear- 
ances, they overrate the enjoyment ofthe former, 
and undervalue that of the latter, greatly to the 
discredit and prejudice of the gospel.

We 
might think, to see them in their revelry, that no 
cloud had ever darkened their sky, or fear or 
sorrow saddened their hearts. We do not say, 

that this appearance is always and altogether a 
mere delusion ; but we do say, that mere visible 
signsin such a case are by no means to be trus. 

ted. The world’s secret has not been so faithful. 
ly kept, as to permit us to be so deceived. It is 
not in vain, surely, that so many have made trial 
of its power to render them happy, under every 
advantage which could promise success, and in 
the end been compelled to own their disappoint- 
ment and deplore their folly. What, for instance, 

can be more instructive and affecting than the 

confession, with which the celebrated Chesterfield | 
withdrew from the stage, on which he had_ been 

so long the admiration and envy of the world, “I 

have seen,” said he “the silly rounds of business | 
and pleasure, and have done with them all. I! 
have enjoyed all the pleasures of the world, and| 
consequently know their futility, and do not nee 
gret their loss. I appraise them at their real val- | 
ue, which is in truth very low ; wheras those who 
have not experienced, always overrate them. 
They only sce their guy outside, and are dazzled 
with their glare ; but | have been behind the 
scene. Whenl reflect upon what I have seen, 
what I have beard, and what I have done, I can 
hardly persuade myself, that ail that frivolous 
hurry, and bustle, and pleasure of the world had 
any reality ; but I look upon all that has passed, 
as one of those romantic dreams which opium 
commonly occasions ; and I by no means desire 
to repeat the nauseous dose for the sake of the 
fugitive dream.” Other voices have borne to us 
the same testimony; and other hearts, O how 
many ! sigh back in silence their mournful echo 
to its truth. There is not always the frankness 
to avow it, where the experience is similar. In 
fact, the appearance of ease and gaiety has been 
known to have often assumed for the very pur- 
pose of concealing the dissatisfaction, and sorrow, 
and disappointment which were wasting the soul 
within. The votaries of pleasure,—for we speak 
here not so much of the irreligious in general, as 
those of men, who are addicted to the more noisy 
vanities and imposing pompsof the world,—are 
obliged to seem cheerful, whether they feel so or 
not. The character which they have assumed 
requires it; it cannot be sustained without it; and 
hence their apparent condition is, to say the least, 
a very equivocal evidence of the actual state of 
their hearts. 

But while the worldly may be thus unhappy 
amid every outward demonstration of enjoyment, 
how far, on the other hand, is the Christian from

Tne Persecution or tus Jews at Damas- 
cus, recently reported, has awakened general 
sympathy, among professors and profane, on both 
sides of the Atlantic. The tortures to which 
they have been subjected have been as tender as 
these of the papal inquisition in its most appalling 
days. From a statement given by Mr. Pieritz, a 
Hebrew teacher in London, who has lately visi- 
ted Damascus, the following appears as some of 
the horrid punishments inflicted on some of the 
unhappy and inoffensive Jews of that city, to wit: 

1. Flogging. 

2. Soaking persons in large tanks of cold water, 
in their clothes, 

3. The head machine, by which the eyes are 
pressed out of their sockets. 

4 Tying up tender parts of the body, and or. 
dering soldiers to twist and horribly dispose them 
into such contortions that the poor sufferers grew 
almost mad from pain.
